the pending resolution which seeks 
to Inquire whether Mr. Mellon is 
holding office in violation of an old 
statute, it was insisted by Senator 
Reed of Pennsylvania that Mr. Mel- 
lon had given up all his director- 
ships and that his status In all the 
companies was simply that of a stock- 
holder. On that basis the concensus 
of committee members was that it 
vas stretching a point to consider 
Mr. Mellon to be engaged in busi- 
ness. Senator Norris of Nebraska, 
who was leading the light against 
Mr. Mellon, was unwilling to drop 
the matter on that interpretation 
and there ciame to his aid Senator 
TValsh or*'Montana, -who rot only 
brought forward the deposition 
in 


question but informed the commit- 
tee- that he thought 
it was un- 


fortunate that the Gulf 
Refining 


company, in which Mr. Mellon is a 
large- stockholder, should have con- 
tracts to supply oil for government 
ships.

STEIWER POSITION 


Senator- Steiwer of Oregon, took 


the position in committee that Mr. 
Mellon nevertheless had not violat- 
ed any statutes. He said that the 
law must be- interpreted with the 
emphasis on the right ' words. 
It 


pays, in effect, that no secretary of 
the. treasury shall be directly or In- 


*^iircctly interested or concerned 
in 


carrying: on business and commerce. 
The Oregon senator argues the ac- 


' cent should be on the phrase "in 


carrying on." In other words the 
secretary ' of 
the treasury might 


still be interested or concerned and 
might even be consulted as a stock 
holder so long as the record does not 
show that he actually is engaged in 
carrying on the business of which he 
\Js a stockholder. 


Mr.' Mellon has declared that In 


all matters affecting his companies 
he has not had anything to do with 
their governmental relations. 
He 


states, for example, that he person 
ally had nothing to do with the In- 
come tax relations of his companies 
to the government and the assump- 
tion also from that statement is that 
he took no part in "the contractual 
relations of any of his companies 
with the federal government. 


The critics of Mr. Mellon in the 


senate are not trying to draw a 
distinction between the spirit and 
the letter of tho law but they are 


.trying to force Mr. Mellon out of 
the cabinet on general principles. So 
far as Mr. Hoover is concerned, he 
js satisfied that the secretary of the 
treasury has violrted no law and in 
support of this view he has the 
written opinion of the attorney-gen- 
eral. 
The president alone has the 


power of removal as we'.! as the pow- 
or to prosecute through the depart- 
ment of just.'ce. The only alterna- 
tive therefore, which the opponents 
of Mr. Mellon have is to debate the 
subject in the hope of compelling a 
voluntary resignation. 
The judicary 


committee report probably will be in 
favor of Mr. Mellon but there will 
1>c considerable discussion

senate before the matter is dropped.

Takes Precautions Against

London—C/P)—Unusual police pre- 


cautions were in order in almost ev- 
ery capital in Europe today and to- 
morrow in anticipation of May day 
labor and Communistic disturbances. 


Berlin and Paris were regarded as 


especially liable to disorders on the 
fete day of the Third Internationale. 
Outdoor public meetings have been 
restricted in both cities until after 
Wednesday.

that Communiste leaders in Moscow 
had ordered their agents to instigate 
rioting throughout 
Europe. 
The 


Alail cited passages from 
Pravda, 


Moscow newspaper, urging Commu- 
nists everywhere 
to go into the 


streets in a new revolutionary effort, 
and declaring a new 
revolutionary 


battle was getting under way in In- 
dia in connection with strikes among 
mill workers at Bombay. 


The same paper said English port 


officers had been instructed to ex- 
ercise special care not to 
permit 


Communist agitators from the con- 
tinent into England that two such 
were turned back last week. 


At Warsaw, city authorities had 


decided to allow meetings and pro- 
cessions despite considerable public 
agitation to have them banned as 
likely to lead to rioting. Police re- 
serves had been strengthened 
and 


the entire constabulary of the city 
and district mobilized to meet any 
emergency, however. 


In England, it was predicted in 


some quarters agitators would use 
the usual demonstrations to raise 
trouble. Scotland Yard was said to 
be well aware of Communist prep- 
arations and to have taken neces- 
sary measures to preserve peace.

While nec- 
essarily congress alone can enact the 
legislation, the people do not look to 
congress for intelligent solution of the 
farm problem. Neither do they look to 
any. one of the leaders of either the 
house or the senate for the right form- 
ula of a reconstructed agriculture. 
They know that no one of these men 
who pose as champion of the farm- 
er has the basic grasp of domestic and 
international economy to specially fit 
him for dealing with this intricate aitd 
complicated subject, nor is any one of 
them competent to assume the high re- 
sponsibilities 'of national leadership 
such as the president must undertake. 


The chief concern of these so-called - 


farm leaders is to make themselves 
popular with rural constituencies. They 
will support anything tha't has the ap- 
pearance of giving the farmers some- 
thing for nothing regardless of wheth- 
er it is sound or unsound, on the simple 
theory that it gets votes. They are not 
profound thinkers or statesmen. They 
know well that if one of the nostrums 
or devices they put forward, such as 
the equalization fee, is placed on^the 
statute books and does, not work or 
produces disaster, they will #ever be 
held to personal accountability.

OF DAHLIA BULBS 


Advises Against Separating 


Bulbs Until After Third 
Year 


Kaukaona—About 40 members of 


the Kaukauna Advancement associa- 
tion heard an interesting talk on 
planting, cutting and general care 
o* CaUIa. bulbs fcy Attorney ilark 
Catlin of Appleton at the monthly 
meeting of the association Monday 
evening in the municipal building. 
The popularity of the Dahlia is due 
to that fact that it can be kept 
blooming all summer, 
Mr. Catlia 


pointed out. He demonstrated the 
separation of bulbs and distributed 
a number of them to those present 
at the meeting. 


Mr. Catlin praised plans for hold- 


ing flower shows in cities and said 
that it not only makes the city beau 
Iful but gives the residents pride in 
their city. He said Appleton is 
planning to hold three of them this 
summer. Kaukauna has had flower 
1 shows for the past three years under 


Bert Fargo. 


In discussing the care of bulbs. 


Mr. Catlin said the bulbs should 
not be separated the first year. The 
best time to separate bulbs is after 
the third year. In caring for bulbs 
It will be noticed that each has a 
peculiar characteristic and the grow- 
er can soon become familiar with 
each type. A large superior variety 
of Dahlias can be raised with pleas- 
Ing results if the grower takes care 
and selects only the best varieties 
of the plants, Mr. Catlin pointed out. 
Burbank, the nature wizard, 
took 


advantage of the varieties of nature 


l in his experiments and produced the 


amazing results in plant life that 
are known to almost everyone. 


BULB MUST RIPEN 


The bulbs should be allowed to re 


main in the ground until the stalks 
are frozen 
and the bulb ripened. 


Then they -will keep better during 
the winter and will be in a good 
condition in the spring. Mr. Cat- 
lin said he kept his bulbs in barrels 
in his cellar during the winter. The 
bulbs are allowed to dry with con 
siderable dirt left on the butts. Then 
they will not dry out and die during 
the winter, he said. 


In planting the bulbs in the spring 


the ground should be dug the depth 
of a spade fork with the bulbs put 
in half the depth. 
A part of the 


stalk should be left with each bulb 
•when separated so it will grow. This 
was demonstrated 
by Mr. Catlin. 


They should be planted close enough 
together so that one bush will shade 
the other from the sun on hot sum 
mer days. 
This will prevent 
the 


moisture from - leaving the ground 
and have the plant dry up. The 
bulbs will grow in almost any kind 
of soil, Mr. Catlin said. The use of 
mulch paper to give shade to 
the 


plants is good as it absorbs the heat 
of the sun and keeps the moisture 
in the ground. 


To cross certain varieties, the best 


methods to use is to take one flower, 
which is to be used in crossing and 
put it near the other variety so bees 
can flit from one to the other and 
carry the 
pollen. 
This 
method 


brings the best results, he stated. 


Charles Eaught said that anyone 


Interested in planting bulbs' should 
notify him as he has a large number 
that he will give to anyone 
who 


wants them.

ccrporation, "and investment com- 
pany with broad powers," was ac- 
complished with the idea of keep- 
ing the great carrier in line with 
the rapid developments 
in trans- 


portation on land, water and In the 
air. 
The directors of th^ company 


have always been alert to grasp 
these 
new opportunities 
and 
to 


visualize possibilities by which all 
new methods of transportation may 
be utilized of supplement the steam 
lines. 
• The Pennsylvania has been one of 
the pioneers In making electricity 
take the place of steam as motive 
power and its program for line elec- 
trification ,1s a huge undertaking in 
itself. It was not surprising, there- 
fore, that with the coming of motor 
trucks for freight 
transportation, 


buses for passenger traffic and alr- 
pianes as carriers of express and 
passengers over land and/ water, new 
and progressive steps should be tak- 
en to keep abreast of the times by 
co-ordinating these new facilities 
with the steam lines, both for pub- 
lic convenience nnd to add to the 
profits and prestige of the corpora- 
tion. The road has become an exten- 
sive user of trucks, buses, boats and 
airplanes. 


NOT NEW IDEA 


The Pennroad corp's was formed 


as a holding company to enable the 
parent company to divest itself of 
its Lehigh Valley and AVabash hold- 
ings, totaling around 
$106.000,000 


with stock in the new company dis- 
tributed to Pennsylvania sharehold- 
ers. 


The holding company Is not a new 


idea. It has already been done by 
the Van Sweringen interest., in the 
Chesapeake corporation and the Al- 
Icghany corporation and even by the 
Pennsylvania itself. The Litter for 
years has had a subsidiary known 
as the Pennsylvania Company, In 
the treasury of which are securities 
of many lines which go to make up 
the Pennsylvania system. The en- 
tire stock of this subsidiary is own- 
ed by the Pennsylvania railroad. 


The railroad itself Is a huge hold- 


ing company, as it owns stocks and 
bonds of $739,175,872 par value, on 
v^hich there is a total return an- 
nually of $33.306,527. 


These vast holdings will not be 


transferred to the new holding com- 
pany. 
The nlan under which the 


Pcnnro.id 
c ompany was 
created, 


however, shr-ws how easy it would 
be to "create a similar corporation to 
take over all or part of the $739,- 
000,000 of stocks'and bon'ls now held 
by the Pennsylvania railroad. 


It should be noted that control 


of Pennroad corporation Is vested In 
three trustees who also are directors 
of the railroad company. Thus by 
passing the securities now owned by 
the railroad company to this or a 
new holding company, the railroad 
could obtain when needed a tremen- 
dous amount of 
new money 
and 


through its director trustees still re- 
tain control of all the properties rep- 
resented by the vast holdings. No 
matter how much the holding com- 
pany may own, it is expressly pro- 
v.ded that the company shall not 
have power to operate the railroad.

Mounts Higher

Tammany's choice of Charles K. 


Curry as leader of the organization. 
markin.tr a return 
to the oldtime 


methods and leadership, was the cul- 
mination of a series of events tend- 
ing to solidify the "outs" and pos- 
sibly compose their differences nnd 
bring them together on an opposing 
candidate. Today, Xew York usual- 
ly somewhat blase in its political at- 
titudes—on the surface at least—is 
buzzing with politics and a half doz- 
en St. Georges are being groomed to 
send in against the dragon—or rath- 
er, the tiger. In this case. 


The name of Alfred E. Smith Is be- 


ing fervently Invoked, but so far 
there lias been no response. Former 
Gov. Smith while 
clearly aligned 


against the present administration in 
the issue which 
resulted 
in the 


wreck of his "new Tammany," had 
shown no inclination openly to get 
into the fight, but there is a linger- 
ing hope that later events will en- 
list him in the fusion fight, either as 
a candidate or ai. ally of the anti- 
Walker forces. 


It has been thought expedient to 


concentrate on a candidate whose 
record and associations fit into the 
Smith picture. Former Police Com- 
missioner 
George V. McLaughlfn. 


one of the few successful police com- 
missioners in New York history, has 
been picked by a large element of 
the Smith following and more or less 
non-partisan liberals 
allied 
with 


them, as filling the bill in this re- 
gard. He is a close friend and politi- 
cal ally of Mr. Smith and his sup- 
porters maintain that he is the one 
mnn beft fitted to unite th^ disaffect- 
ed elements of the city. 


DECISION IS PENDING 


Xo formal appeal has been made 


to him and'-he has made no declara- 
tion. 


All 
through 
Greenwich Village 


and the surrounding 
district, sup- 


porters of Congressman Fiorlelll La 
Guardia, already nrc making a vig- 
orous campaign for hia nomination.

But 
the La Guardia drive apparently Is 
paying: no attention to this. 


More sedate and conservative poli- 


tical discussion pirks up the name of 
General James G. Harbord, presi- 
dent of the Radio Corp'n of Ameri- 
ca. While Gen. Harbord would be 
the republican nominee, there Is a 
hope that considerable Independent 
support could b« rounded up In his 
behalf. 


Former Mayor John F. Hylan, red- 


headed and obstreperous, is a compli- 
cation in the fusion plans. When the 
five-cent fare decision placed a laur- 
el wreath on the 
brow of Mayor 


Walker, it was thought for a day 
or two that Mr. Hylan was sunk, as 
he had built up his career as a fiv- 
cfnt statesman and It looked as if 
the genial Jame« had frisked him of 
his six-gun. But since then thins* 
have beKun 
to boil up in such a 


manner thnt Mr. Hylan's following, 
whatever :t I", is a possibly deciding 
factor. For this

Washington—The Ions search of 


the Hoover administration for an en- 
gineer or lawyer of democratic per- 
suasion qualified or willing to accept 
the portfolio of federal radio commis- 
sioner for the eastern r.one appar- 
ently ends with the appointment of 
William L. Starbuck, a resident of 
Connecticut; doing business in New- 
York Cfty.' Mr. Starbuck meets both 
professional requisites, for he Is an 
engineer nnd lawyer, while his demo- 
cracy suits the New York senatorial 
delegation. Senators Copeland 
and 


Wagner, both democrats. 


Praised by those who know him, 


Mr. Starbuok comes to the commis- 
sion subject to his continuation by 
the senate, excellently qualified. Ho 
is a practical mechanical engineer, 
who works at the business tin well 
as a patent attorney, and now to 
actively engaged In patent law work, 
particularly the patent and mechani- 
cal sides of radio. The commission 
long has needed someone conversant 
with the broad and important field 
of radio patent*. 
In Mr. Starbuck 


it gets an expert. 


When President Hoover took office 


on March 4 ho found on his doorstep 
a package of radio problems, Inheri- 
ted from the CoolidRc administration. 
Not least among them was the snar- 
Ing of two individuals, of opposite, 
political affiliations to till the gaping 
voids on the radio commission and 
who could survive the acid test of 
the senate's expert grilling. 
Mr. 


Coolldgc tried his hand at thin by 
appointing two radio enslneers, but 
they succumbed to senatorial red 
tape in the waning days of the last 
session. 


President Hoover thought ho had 


finished half the job when he ap- 
pointed Major Gen. Charles McK. 
Saltzman, of Iowa, to succeed Sam 
Plckard as middle western zone com- 
missioner about a month ago. But 
thus far the senate has failed to con- 
firm him, 
although this Is attributed 


to laggardness rather than opposi- 
tion. 


PROBE HIS POLITICS 


The name of Mr. Starbuck, It Is 


learned authoritatively, has l>eon be- 
fore President Hoover from the cttirt. 
The administration made .1 thorough 
Investigation of Mr. Starbuck's poli- 
tical alfcglanc*. 


Even with nil this Investigation, 


there Is a tlngw»of doubt about Mr. 
Starbuck's demorracy. Senator Bins- 
ham of Connecticut, a stalwart Re- 
publican leader, first recommended 
his appointment to President Hoov- 
er—even before It was known that 
a democrat would be needed from the 
first zone, because Gen. Saltzman n 
republican, had not at that time been 
named. Mr. Starbuck also Is a close 
friend of Col. William J. Donovan, 
former assistant 
nttorney-cenrral, 


and one of the "rlsht hand men" of 
Prcsidont Hoover before his election 
and now.

4ies five years ago, has been reor- 
ganized lor a three-year term. 
- 'Its purpose is to show its mem 
bers wherein they are losing or mak 
ing money by comparing their -work 
•with that of their neighbors, and by 
the same comparison 
to 
indicate 


•wherein a change of methods or 
crops will increase farm profits. 


The. project is an outgrowth of 


Illinois' widely adopted practice 'of 
farm accountancy wherein individual 
records are analyzed-each year and 
compared to average for the most 
profitable and least profitable groups 
of farms. 


It started in 1925 when 200 farm- 


ers in the four counties financing 
the study decided they must have 
less generalities and more personal 
service. Each wanted his-own par 
tlcular farm analyzed and signed a 
contract to pay the addition cost. 
Prof. H. C. M. Case and M. L,. Mosh 
er of the University of Illinois col 
Jege of" agriculture were selected to 
direct the worlc. 


At the end of the first three years 


it was found that 35 of the 200 farms 
earned $3,000 more per year per farm 
than did another group of 35, al 
though there was practically no dif 
fcrence in valuation of equipment of 
the property.

Location of farm buildings is a 


matter of primary concern on farms. 
The authors discuss the comparative 
desirability 
of having farm • build 


ings close together for convenience 
in doing chores, and at considerable 
distances from each other for safe- 
ty in case of fire. The greater part 
of the bulletin is devoted to the 
more important features of construc- 
tion which make for safety from fire 
in the farm home, and these sug- 
gestions are no less valuable for 
home builders in towns and villag- 
es not regulated, by urban building 
codes.

fellow. Likewise, with respect to the 
possibility of fire he may be careful 
himself, but he should not put too 
much confidence in the other fellow, 
who may be a hired man, with lit- 
tle responsibility; a tramp, with Ices:

count too much upon immunity from 
fire caused by lightning, high wind 
carrying embers from a brush or oth- 
er fire/, spontaneous ignition or by 
some other agency."

He also can 
make ono Diamond by leading from 
tho South hand if West holds the 
Ace: but not if East holds it. 


If tho adversaries can be induced 


to lead a'nd continue Diamonds, no 
matter from which hand tho first 
load is made, Declarer is sure to 
make a Diamond trick. It is prob- 
able that the adversaries, when they 
next get tho lead, will see the hope- 
lessness of the Spades and 
Clubs, 


and will lead either a Diamond or a 
Heart. The Declaier is anxious the 
choice be a Diamond. Therefore De- 
clare's best scheme at

to make a false showing of Heart 
strength by leading his Heart Deuce 
and playing dummy's Nine.
